db, obviate the objection that has been made to the 
practice of inoculation, ** That it is prefumptuous 
and finful, that we cannot be juftified in bringing a dif- 
temper upon our children, but fhould wait God’s ume and 
truftto his care.” It may be afked, why do we take phy- 
fic when we are fick ? God ftands in no need of our ailift- 
ance to enable him to bring about a recovery —why, then, 
ie may be faid, fhould we impertinently prefume to intere 
fere >There is furely as much prefimption in one cafe as 
treother. Amidft the multiplicity of diforders to which 
we are liable, a variety of preventive, alleviating, and 
€urative remedies are pointed out to us, which we are cer- 
tainly defigned to make ufe of, and which, on many 
@ccafions, it is out of the nature of man not w have re- 
Gourle to. We are in every cafe of violent pain, inftinc- 
tively led to procure relief as fpeedily as pollible—who 
ean fuffer the excruciating torments of a burn or a {cald, 
without inflantly attempting fome means of eafe ; and whe 
cin terioufly believe himfelf guilty of fin for fo doing ? 
If it be juftifable and right then to remove prefent pan, 
can it be wrong to prevent it, when certainly forefeen ? 
Acnd if this end can be attained in no other way, than by 
the introduétion of another lefs painful diforder inio the 
hedy, can there be any thing morally improper in the 
exchange? Vomiting is adifagreeable and painful dif- 
order, but if by the uie of a geatle emetic the return of a 
fevere ague, with all its diftreifing {ymptoms may be pre- 
vented, as frequently it may, what man in his fenfes would 
not fubmit to the operation ? or wh2t criminality is he 
julliy chargeable with, for preferring a icis violent toa 
more violent diforder ? 

_ Again, if the amputation of a limb would prevent the 
progrefs of a mortification, that might endanger life, no 
con{cientious {cruples could be fuppoled co arife again& it 
—ought not every man to prefer the jofs of a limo to the 
lofS of his iife ? 

So when long and faithful experience tells us the power 
6f ineculation to leffen the pain and danger of the imall 
pox, we depart from the diétates of reafon and common 
fenfe, nay, we do not fupport the chriftian charatt-r, if 
we refule to make ufe of 11 to alleviate certain and impend- 
ing mifery. Andif, according to the accounts of pratti- 
tionets, an inoculated patient ffawds nearly a hundsed-times 
the chance of one who takes the diforder in the ordinary 
way, (for it is calculated that about two in elevea die of the 
ordinary {mall pox, and about one only in five hun- 
dred by inoculation) we are indeed juitly chargeable 
with fin and prefumption, if we negleé the known means 
‘which providence has put into our hands of rendering fo 
dangesus and malignant a diftemper_ more miid, and lefs 
fatal. 

If the prefervation of life be the duty of every man, 
every means in his power of preventing diforders, or of 
Jeffening the danger of them ought to be made ufe of, 
and when we certainly know that inoculation greatly 
mitigates all the fymptoms of the fmall-pox, and almoit 
totally prevents its deflruétive tendency, we are highly 
unpardonable if we neglett it.—It is morally certain that 
every child muit, at one time or other, fooner or later have 
the diforder ; and when two evils prefent themfelves, we 
are no better than fools and madmen, if we do not chufe 
the leall. 

This idea cannot be better explained than in the 
words of an elegant and amjable writer, who has given us 
the tollowing fimilitude: ‘ The f{mall-pox,” fays he 
** is a river, acre(s wkich mankind muft pafs ;_ inoculation 
is like a boat, which may be ufed as a means of pailing over 
itin fafety ; but they who fuffer their children, to become 
the vidtims of the natural {mall-pox, are like thofe who, 
neglecting the fafe conveyance of the boat, plunge 
into the water, and ftruggle with the danger of the 

‘fiream.” 

There does not appear tobe one folid and rational 
abjeftion to the praétice of inoculation :—The notion 
that has prevailed of the inoculated fmall-pox being fuc- 
ceeded by more infirmities and complaints of various kinds 
than the naiural diforder, appears to be totally without 
foundation ; the truth is, that mach fewer bad confequences 
attend the inoculated, than the natural {mall pox: how 
often for inflance do we fze blindnefs, the confequence of 
the difiemper in the natural way : whereas of 2499 inocu- 
lated patients at one period in the hofpitals in London, not 

ne lott che fight of aneye. 

Another objection to inoculation, has been, “ that 
ia. no real fecurity againft future attacks of the diforder ;” 
put “Ws, upon examination, will be found to be equaily 
voulo® truch ; for not a tingle well acefted faG, it 1s 

Te otlv believed, has ever been adduced to prove that 
having once had the f{mall-pox completely and 
biteb » by inoculation, bas ever a fecond time been 

dwih at. 
outon chat has beew entertained to the pre- 





judice of inoculation is, that when the fimalt pox is pre- 
vailing, and of a bad kind, it is particularly dangerous 
to inoculate ; left the natural infeftion, which may have 
previoufly been received into the body, fhould, with the 
additional matter, introduced by inoculation, operate more 
forcibly, and increafe the violence of the fymptoms, and the 
general malignity and danger of the diltemper. This 
notion, however, is alfo contradiéted by experience, and the 
danger appeats to be no more increafed by the fuppofed 
united force of the two infeétions, than the diforder, by 
inoculation, is rendered more virulent, when the infectious 
matter is communicated by three or four incifions, than 
when one only is made ufe of,

EXTRACTS 


From a narrative publifhed about three years ago in New- 
London, of the fufferings of Fohn Blatchford, a native 
of Cape Ann, in Maffachufetts, from the English, 
during part of the American War. 


(Continued from our laft.) 
“e 
Soon afier, fome of the officers going on hore, I 


was ordered into ihe boat. We landed at the Governor’s- 
flip——it being then near night. ‘This was the firft tme 
fince I had been on board the Greyhound that I had to 
efcape from her, as they were before this particularly care- 
ful of me ; therefore I was determined to get away then 
if pollible, and to effe&t it waded round a wharf and went 
up a by-way (fearing I fhould meet the officers :) I foon 
got into the flreet and made the bell of my way towards 
Irifh-iown, where T expected to be fate ;—but unfortun- 
ately while running, I was met and ftopped by an emiflary, 
who demanded of me my bufinefs, and where I was go- 
ing ? I endeavoured to deceive him, that he might let me 
pais; but it was in vain—-he ordered me to follow him :— 
I offered him what money I had (about 7/6 fterl.) to let 
me go—his too was ineffeftual. I then told him L was an 
American and making my efcape from a long confinement, 
and was determined to pafs, and took upafione, He im- 
mediately drew his bayonet and ordered me to go back with 
him. I refufed, and told him to keep his dillance. He 


then run upon me, and pufhing his bayonet into my fide, 


it came out near my navel; butthe wound was not very | 


deep; he then made a fecond pafs ard flabbed me thro’ 
my arm: he was about to flab mea third time, when I 
ftruck him with the flone and knocked him down. = I then 
run, but the guard which had been alarmed, immediately 
took me, and carried me before the governor (Hughes, ) 
where I underftood the man was dead. I was threatened 
wiih every kind of death, and ordered out of the governor's 
refence. 

W hill in confinement I was informed by a young gen- 
tleman (who was to be fent to Englaud and tried for kill- 
ing a man in a duel) that it was not in the power of the 
governor totry me; but that I fhould be fent to England ; 
which I found to be true. The next day I was fent on board 
the Greyhound, the fhip I had run from, and we failed 
for England. Our captain being 2 humane man, ordered 
my irons off, a few days after we failed, and permitted me 
to do duty as formerly. Being out thirteen days we 
{poke the Hazard floop of war, who inform’d that the 
French fleet was then cruifirg in the Englifh channel :— 
for this reafon we put into Cork, and the difpatches were 
forwarded to England.—While we lay in the Cove of 
Cork, I jumped oveboard, with intention of getting away ; 
but unfortunately I was difcovered and fired at by the 
marines : the boat was immediately fent after me, took me 
up and carried me on beard again, At this ume almofl all 
the officers were on fhore, and the fhip left in charge of 
the failing-mafler, one Drummond, who beat me molt cru- 
elly ;—to get out of his way I ran forward—he followed 
me, and as 1 was running back he came up with me and 
threw me down the main hold. The fall, together with the 
beating, was fo feverethat I was deprived of my fenfes for 
aconfiderable time; when I recovered them 1 found my- 
feif in the carpenter’s birth, placed upon fome old canvais, 
between two chefls, having my right thigh, leg and arm 
broken, and feveral parts of my body feverely bruifed, 
In this fituation | lay eighteen days, till our officers (who 
had been on bufinefs to Dublin) came on board. The 
captain enquired for the prifoner, and being informed of 
my fitwation, came down with the doétor to fet_ my bones, 
but finding them callufs’d they concluded not to meddle with 
me. 

The fhip lay at Cork till the French fleet left the chan- 
nel, and then failed for Spithead.—On our arrival there I 
was fent in ons on board the Princefs Amelia, and the next 
day was carned on board the Britannia, inPortfmouth har- 
bour, to be tried before Sir Thomas Pye, lord high admiral 
of iingland, and prefident of the court-martial. 

Before the officers had colletted, I was put «under the 


care of acentinel ; & the feamenj& women who came on_ 


board compaifionated mv fuflerings, which rather heighten-

ed than diminifhed my diflrefs. I was fiting under the 
awning, almoft overpowered by the refle&iion of my un- 
happy fituation, every moment es ug. to be fummoned 
for my trial, when I heard fomebody enquiring for the pri- 
fonei-—{uppofing it to be an officer, l rofe up and an- 
{wered, that I was there. The gentleman came to me, 
told me to be of cheer, and taking out a bottle of 
co rial bid me drink, which I did ;—he then enquired 
where I belonged—I informed him—he afked me if [ 
had parents living, and if I had any friends in ry ays ? 
—I anfwered I had neither : hethen affured me he was 
my friend, and would render me all the afhiflance in his 
power. Hethen enquired of me every circumflance re- 
lative to my fray with the man at Halifax, for whofe death 
I was now to be tried ;—and inftrutted me what to fay on 
my trial—told me if it was afked in court if I had any 
friend or attorney to {peak for me,” to look at fuch a cor. 
ner of the ftate room, where I fhould fee him, and to ans 
fwer the court ‘ Yes, Mr. Thomas,” for that was the 
gentleman’s name, All this was {poken in fo friendly a 
manner, that I could not diftruft him, although what he had 
inttru€ted me io fay, appeared to me, would be againt 
my felf. 

‘The court having affembled, I was calledin and examin- 


ed partly, and on being afked “If Thad any friend to . 


{peak in my behalf?” I looked round, and faw Mr. 
Thomas, and anfwered, ‘* Yes, Mr. Thomas,” who thea 
came forward. The court afked him what he had to fay 
in behalf of the prifoner ?—On which he defired them to 
queftion the prifoner, and if he could not anfwer fufficient- 
ly, he would fpeak for him. I was then afked if I meant 
to kill the man ?. I anfwered as inftruéted (tho’ loth, ) that I 
did, ‘The court feemed furpriz’d, and afked me the quef- 
tion again, and I anfwered, Yes. 1 was then afked if I 
fhould have hurt the man had he not molefted me? I re- 
plied, No.—I was then afked many other queftions, and if 
I was not forry I had undertaken in the rebellion againi 
my king ? Mr. Thomas then fpoke, and faid it was 
hardly fair to afk me fuch a queftion upon this occafion ; 
and that confidering my youth, Thad given as fair an ac- 
count of myfelf as could be expefted.—He fpoke a con- 
fiderable time on the fubje€, and concluded with comparing 
our combat to a field battle between two armies—expatiat- 
ed largely and explained the fubje€t fo clearly that no an- 
{wer wes made to his arguments.—I was ordered to with- 
draw, and waited with painful impatience to know my 
defliny.—This was repeated two or three umes, till at lait 
I was called inana acquitted of the murder, and informed 
that I was to be feat back to Halifax, to be exchanged as a 
prifoner of war. I cannot exprefs my feelings on this oc- 
cafion, and noone can know them, but by experiencing the 
faine reverfe of fortune, - 

I immediately found my benefa€tor and returned him 
thanks, with gratitude for his friendly and benevolent 
afifance. Mr. Thomas then afked the liberty of taking 
me on fhore with him, engaging to return me the next day 
-—and liberty was granted him.—He told a young lad, his 
fon, to walk with me about Portfmouth, as fhew me the 
town, and then to carry me home to his houfe ; which he 
did. In the evening Mr. Thomas came into the kitchen 
and afked me to walk intothe parlour, to fatisfy the curi- 
ofity of the ladies, who had never feen a Yankee, as they 
called me: I went in, and they feemed greatly furprifed 
to fee me look like an Englifhman; they faid they were 
fure I was no Yankee, but like themfelves, The idea they 
had formed of the Americans was nearly the fame as we 
have of the Indiansof the country. When the ladies had 
fatisfied their curiofity, Mr. Thomas put a guinea into his 
hat, and carrying it round afked the ladies to contribute for 
the poor Yankee; he then gave me the money, (abous 
four guineas. ) 

The next morning I was fenton board the Princefse 
Amelia, where I {pent a joyful day ; expecting foon to 
be .fent on board the Greyhound, which sma, bas to 
Halifax. In the evening I heard a boat coming along- 
fide, and {uppofing it to belong to the Greyhound, (as 
people in the boat a for me)—I made hafte and 
jumped into the boat; but tomy extreme difappointment 
and giicf, I was carried on board an Insiaman, and im- 
mediaiely put down into the run, where I was confined 
teven days, I begged that I might fend word on fhore to 
my former benefactor, and inform him of my fituation, but 
they would ot grant it. On the feventh day I heard the 
boatfwain pipe all hands, and about noon I was called upon 
deck, when I found myfelf on board: the pies Res 
Indiaman, Capt. Robert Kerr ;—we were then off the Ii] 
of Wight, bound to the Eaft-Indies, in company with fix 
others, viz. the Ceres, Hawke, Prince, Sandwich, Walpole 
and True-Briton, all large fhips, belonging to the Eaft-In- 
dia company. Our captain told me, if I behaved well and 
did my duty, I fhould receive as good ufage’as any 
man on board :—this gave me great ement. 
I now found my deftiny was fixed—that whatever I 
could do, would not inthe feaft alter m imation, and 
therefore was determined to do Fakeh I could, ‘and 





ax 
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mate myfelf as contented as my unfortunete fituation 
would admit. 

After being on board feveral days, I found there were 
in the Princefs-Royal, eighty-two Amerseans, all def- 
tined to the Eaft-Indies, for being what they called Re- 
bels, We hada paffage of feventéen weeks to St. He- 
lena, where we put in and landed pat of our cargo, 
(which conlifted wholly of provifions) and fome of the 
weidiers who were brought out for that ifland. The hip 
lay here about three weeks 3. we then failed for Batavia 
—and on the pafiage touched et the Cape of Gooé- 
Tlope, where we found the whole of the fleet that fail- 
ed with us from England—we took in fome proviliens 
and neceffaries and fet fail for Batavia, where we arriv- 
edin ten weeks. Here we parchafed a large quantity 
of arrack and remained a confiderable time. 

We then failed for Bencoolen, in the ifland of Suma- 
tria,* & afier a pafface of about fix weeks arrived there, 
(this was in June 17So.) At this place the Americans 
were ail carried on fhore> and I founa .that I was no 
longer to remain on board the fhip, but condemned to 
ferve as a foldier for five ‘years I offered to bina 
my felfto the captain for five years, or any longer term, 
if IT might ferve on board the fhip :—he told me it_was 
impoilible for me to be releafed from acting as a Yol- 
dier, unlefs I cold pay fifty pounds flerling. As I was 
unable to do this, I was obliged to go through the ma- 
nual exercife with the other prifoners ; among whom 
was William Randall of Bolton, and Jofiah Folgier of 
Nantucket ; both young men, and one of them an old 
fhip-mate of mine ;~—thefe two and my{cif agreed to be- 
have as ignorant and aukwardas pofible ; and what mo- 
tions we learned one day we were to forgetthenext. We 
purfued this conduét near a fortnight, and were beaten 

every day by the drill-fergeant, who exercifed us ; and 
when he found ‘ve were determined in our obftinacy, and 
that it was not poilible for himto learn us any thing, we 
were al] three fent into the pepper gardens belonging to 
the Eafl-ludia company, and continued picking peppers 
from morning till mght, and allowed but two fcanty meals 
a day ;—thts, together with the amazing heat of the fun, 
‘(the ifland lying under the equator) was too much for an 
American conflitution, unufed to a hot climate, and we 
expected that we fhould foon end our mifery and our lives ; 
——dut Providente ftil! preferved us for greater hardfhips. 








* S.rnatria is an iflang, of the Indian ocean, fituated between 
"93 and 104 degrees of Eali longitude, and between 5 degrees and 
*g0 minutes Northand 5 degrees and 30 mtuutes South latitude ; 

extending from N. W. to 8. E. goo miles long, and from 100te 
150 broad, feparated from.the continent of the Further India 
by the ftraits of Malacca on the N. E. and fromthe.ifland of Ja- 
va by the ftraits of SundaontheS. E. This ifland lying under 
the equator, and the low grounds near the feacoaft being flooded 
one half of the year, is ery unhealthful. The natives build moft 
of their houfes upon pillars, to fecure them againft the annual 
inundations.

CITHEREA. 


sc OMING in fight of Cerigo, anciently Cytherea, 

the agreeble country of Venus, diihpated the 
gloomy ideas that haunted my mind about the gloomy and 
death-like cliffs of Tenara—Helena, that celebrated beau- 
ty of antiquity—‘ That Grecian | rege whofe celeftial 
charms, for nine long years engag’d the world in arms,” 
was a native of this ifland. All who have read the anci- 
ent defcriptions of this ifland, will doubilefs expect me to 
defcribe it the moft beautiful in the world. My imagina- 
tion had reprefented it as embellifhed with every thing that 
was charming and agreeable—but it appeared to us at a 
diftance nothing better than an affemblage of barren and 
defert mountains. Notwithflanding one of our paffen- 
gers aflured me (who had been through the ifland) that it 
abounds in beautiful and fertile vallies, producing wine, 
olives, &c. in abundance. It has two harbours which are 
a great fafe guard for merchant veffels againft privateers 
that frequently infeft the feas on the Southern coafts of 
Greece. 

After leaving Zante, we took occafion to land feveral 
times on the coaft of the Morea, in ancient days called Pe- 
loponneffus. We landed in that part of a bay not far 
from Militra (the ancient Lacedemon). On the firft day 
of our march towards this celebrated capital (the fcene of 
fo many wonderful events) we pafled over a fine fertile 
pla'n, and well cultivated. On our right we had the river 
Eurotas, fo famous in hiftory, on the fhores of which the 
ancient Spartans inured themfelves to toi! and labour.— 

The ancient Lacedaemon, where the town of Mifitra 
now flands, was founded by Lacedemon, the fon of Ju- 
piter and Taigeta. Lycurgus, one of itskings, became fa- 
mous for the wife laws he chablithed. He lived nearly a- 
bout the fame time with Romulus, who originated the Ro- 
manenipire. Sparta owed all its greatnefs to the abilities 
of thislawgiver. Under his direttion fhe foon became the 
rival ef Arhens, and for along time was the leading power 
of Greece. Mifitra now contains near 15,0¢0 inhabi- 
tants, amongft whom are but few Turks. Where the an. 
cient citadel of Sparta ftood, on the fummit of a rock, there 
ts now a caftie on the Modern Models. There are flil! re- 
maining many veiliges of the ancient Lacedemon, fuch as 
broken columns, cornifhes, tops of pillars, &c. fcattered 
about the commons. The whole plan, however, and form 
of the Drowos (circus Theatre) ftill remains, as well as of 
the grand theatre. This latter was cwo hundred and fifty 
paces (500 feet) in its whole circumference. ‘The walls 
feem to have been of the fineft hewn flone, and the fleps of 
marble. Ia the front of the Theaire are vail ruins of co- 





lumas and brick walls, part of which are faid tobe the re- 
mains of the tomb of Paufamias.x—Here alfo flood the pillar 
on which were engraved the names of the three hundred 
Spartans who faerificed their lives in the defence of Ther- 
mopyle. A good Monk thewed us this pillar in one of 
the churches of the town, to which it was meved feveral 
eenturies ago. The Dromos was a circus where the Spar- 
tan youth performed their equeltrian exerciles, 

We left Mittra with fome regret to go to Napoli, the 
ancient Nauplium. The city of Argos, which to this day 
bears its ancient name, lies on the other fide of the gulph.

We kept 
on our journey towaids Mycena, whofe founder was Per- 
fous, the delivererof Andromeda. I+ is at this tne called 
Agios Adrianos. Beiween this town and Argos was thé 
cuy and forell of Nemea, whére Hercules killed the mad 
Lion. Here the ancient people of Argos reforted once a 
year to celebrate the Nemean games, and to perfortn their 
wreitling matches, in honour’ of Hercules. —The Argos 
peopie of antiquity had ihe name of being pailionarely 
fond of mulic. I wok notice that the tafie tor that divine 
art prevails amang them to thisday. As foonasthe day’s 


houfes, or on the fea ihore finging certain melancholy dite 
tres, accompanied by a harp much refembling that ufed 
the ancients. Mycenae in procefs of. time fell under the 
dominion of the kings of Argos, and afterwards under 
Lacedemon.

culating a report, fo abfured in its nature, and injurious to 
my charaéter) that the above veffel was never examined 
previoully to her arrival, put permitted to pafs, afier inguir- 
ing where fhe was from! ! The falfity of this flory may at 
once be proved by referring to tha es of the Healih-office, 
Philadelphia, where the ufual official interrogatories of the 
captain of the Hinde are preferved, which are propofed to 
the mafters of all foreign veffels at their arrival at the 
Health office State Ifland. . 
The fhip Arethufa, from Havannah, in ballaft, arrived . 
healthy, and continued fo after five days quarantine, on the 
24th of July, when fhe came up tothe city.’ She has al- 
fo been accufed of infecting the people of Penn-ftreet ; but 
it has never been proved that any of the citizens who have 
died were nigh tha: fhip. The pilot, it appears, from jm- 
prudently fleeping on tick during the quarantine, was feiz- 
ed with a feveron his way up tothe city. Dr. Currie, 
his phy{ician, informed me, that it was attended with in- 
flainmatory billious fymptoms, and that he was well in five 
days, For the fatisfaction of the public, I {hall make a fu-
